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ENLARGES ATTACK ON LAW 

SUPREME COURT JUDGE IN NEW YORK PER- 
MITS ADDITIONS TO PETITION. 

Fourteen New Petitioners Join with Former Appli- 
cants for Setting Aside of Apportionment Act 
and Incidentally Hart-Agnew Law. 



COMEDY KING’S MELBOURNE CUP 



New York. November 21. — Justice Edward B. 
Aui<-ud, sitting iu Part 2 of the Supreme Court, 
granted ou Saturday the applieatiou of fourteen 
in-tit iouers to become parties to tlie action recently 
instituted to overthrow the 19U7 ap|K>rtioumeut act 
of Senate aud Assembly districts. 

This act has been attacked ou the ground of its 
uneoustitutionality aud six other grouuds, and au 
order to show cause why it should not be act aside 
was served last week on Attorney General E. K. 
O'Malley. Governor Horace White. Speaker Wads- 
worth. of the Assembly, aud George H. Cobb, presi- 
dent pro tern of the Senate. 

Briefs iu reply to the argument petition will he 
tiled in the Supreme Court next Wednesday. 

Nullification of the apportionment act will mean 
ihe knocking out of the Hart-Aguew anti-race track 
bills aud other legislation jammed through under 
the Hughes lash, without more than passing regard 
for constitutionality. The principal contention is 
that the apportionment was made at au extraordi- 
nary session of the Legislature, whereas the con- 
stitution. makes it mandatory that an apportionment 
act lie passed only at a regular session. 

Enlargement of the action to include fourteen 
other iietitiouers was accomplished through Frank 
J. Johnston, attorney for William S. Reynolds, prin- 
cipal petitioner in the original action and now rep- 
resenting each of the newcomers. The new petition- 
ers are: 

Edward M. Henry, of Pleasautville. Westchester 
County; president of the Compass Publishing Com- 
pany aud editor of the Mount Pleasant Compass. 
During the last election he was chairman of the 
s|M-akers and public meetings of the Democratic 
county committee of Westchester.

I might at the same time say 
that some of tin* |s*titioners who have jollied with 
William S. Reynolds, tlie principal petitioner, are 
become a resident two weeks ago and consequently 
on other legislation which will follow the success of 
thjs art ion.” 

PARI-MUTUELS DECREASE BETTING. 

One would lie led to believe that au enormous 
sum of money is wagered daily at a race track. 
If one would have said that $100,000 a day found 
it- wav iuto the i>ool (six during the meeting just 
closed at Latonia he would have found lots of ]ieo- 
plo who were willing to lielieve the story. There 
might have been a lot of money wagered in the 

• lavs of the bookmaker, hut nowadays with the pari- 
mutuels as the only uieaus of speculation there is a 
fie different story. A shining example was Satur- 
dav a week ago. Then- was easily 4.000 people at 
the track and the total amount of money wagered 
was a" few dollars over $58,000. This divided by 
-) oiio would make less tiian $15 for each person, 
which is less than $2.50 for each one to a race. 

That spikes the awful gambling tales that the 
reformers have spread about race tracks. There is 
not the shadow of a doubt that pari-mutuels have 

• lone more to make racing a clean sport than any 
otl er one thing The foreign method of ls-tting li.-.s 
also made the s|s.rt a piker s game. Then- is no 
incentive to liet lug money, and if this system of 
-peculation is maiutained the racing of the future 
will is- strictly on the lines of tme sport. All the 
sentiment in tlie sport will be brought hack, aud m- 
eidentallv there will be a big cut in the revenues 
of the rai-e track owners, who w-ill have to keep 
up tlie sisirt to the highest notch to make the gate 
pay the wty. — Ci ncinnati Enquirer.

Comedy King’s first raec was in the Standish Handicap at 
Flcmington last New Year’s Day. He was not quite in racing trim aud did not show up. but his next 
apnearauce was a successful oue. Tills was iu the Caulfield Futurity Stakes, seven furlongs, run at the 
V. A. T. C. autuuiu meeting. Comedy Kiug had all the allowance and only had ninety-one pounds up. 
while Maltine, which rau second to him. had, with her twenty-pound penalty, 144 pounds to carry. Comedy 
King had proved on the track that he could gallop and he started favorite aud won ulcely by a length In 
1:27%. record time for the event. 

With 109 pounds up, lie was. in a field of thirty-one. made favorite for the Newmarket Handicap, bnt 
he did not quite run up to expectations, as he could, at the finish, get no nearer than fifth to Mala. 123 
IHtunds. Comedy King was then put by, and did not reappear in public until he ran the other day in 
tb-- Heatherlie Handicap, one mile aud a furlong, at Caulfield. He had 119 iiounds up and was beaten a 
neck by another imported horse. Eye Glass. Those who saw the race were agreed that Comedy King was 
unlucky to lose.

Jim Basey made most of the pace, but in the stretch 
Sea Cliff assnined the lead. Enfield was third aud 
Jack Paine failed to cut much figure. 

Jockey A. Thomas will lie out of the saddle for 
at least a week, owing to a sprained ankle sus- 
tained when Red Klaw reared and fell on him while 
at the post for the first race. The boy’s monnts 
for the afternoon were canceled in consequence. 
Vandusen being substituted on Red Klaw. After 
further delay at the post all the youngsters broke 
fairly well with the exception of Tim Judge, the 
favorite. 

There were other delays, due to horses running 
away before tbe* start. Ilex broke away while at 
the post in the second race, and in the last race El 
Paisano circled the course three times before the 
start.

Sunday afternoon the big 
special for Jacksonville, consisting of sixteen liorse 
ears, two sleepers and two day coaches, departed 
lrom Latonia and will land tlie horsemen ami t-heir 
stock at the Florida metropolis tomorrow night. The 
Pensacola special got away today and will reach 
its destination tomorrow night. 

Rumors were circulated yesterday that Tom Shaw 
dropped $15,000 duriug his brief sojourn at the La- 
tonia track, lasting a little over a week. He de- 
parted Saturday night for his home in New Orleans. 
His brother, H. L. Shaw, who has been campaigning 
Jack Atkin for Barney Schreiber. went with him. 
Both will probably go to California after a brief 
rest in tbe Crescent City, where they will visit rela- 
tives. Among the biggest winners were E. R. Brad- 
ley and John Fay. The latter, it is said, won many 
good-sized bets. Mr. Bradley returned yesterday to 
his Idle Hour Farm at Lexington, where he will 
probably remain until time for his departure for 
Palm Beach. Fla. His extensive string of racers 
will be sent tomorrow to Juarez iu charge of traiuer 
William Hurley. 

Eugcue Elrod, who will have charge of tlie betting 
ring at Juarez, left last night via Chicago with a 
party numbering nearly thirty. They will arrive 
iu El Paso Tuesday. Mr. Elrod announced that 
lie had received many applications from book- 
makers for |Misitions in the Juarez betting ring anil 
that the probabilities are that at least sixteen layers 
will do business on the opening day. 

Gossip as to the H. G. Bedwell case is to tlie 
effect that the horses of the blacklisted turfman 
will be restored to good standing for sale purposes 
at the next meeting of the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission. Judge Price, who put the ban on the 
racers, will' not interpose any objections to their re- 
instatement should the commission see fit to restore 
them to good standing. He likewise will not rec- 
ommend their re-instatement. 

R. Y. Carman’s string of racers were shipped to 
Belmont Park today to go into winter quarters with 
the remainder of the Carman horses. 

R. H. Harris, who will train the horses owned 
by Irving H. Wheateroft. left yesterday for a brief 
visit to his farm iu ShelbyviUe County. Missouri, 
before going to Juarez to take up his duties. He 
expects to go along slowly with the much-touted 
Kiug Broomstick. If the Wheateroft yearlings show 
the form expected of them they will lie shipped to 
New York after the Juarez meeting aud engage iu 
early stake racing on the metropolitan tracks. 



NASH TURNER'S AFFECTION FOR HORSE.

The official veterinary surgeon with the stewards 
hastened to the s|h>I. and as it was found to la- iin- 
IMissihlo to lift the animal, which was suffering 
great pain, it was resolved to destroy it mercifully 
on the spot. Nash Turner, still dazed with the 
shock of his fall. thouuU uninjured, took the head or 
his faithful horse in his arms, and. after a long last 
kiss on its soft muzzle, turned away so as not to 
see the last act. while two big tears rolled down his 
cheeks. — Paris edition New York Herald.

REMINISCENSES OF THE TURF. 



A group of horsemen seated in an uptown hotel 
one afternoon recently were discussing the turf as 
it was thirty years ago when somebody mentioned 
the name of the veteran trainer, Jacob Piticus, 
known in England and this country as "Jake.” and 
whose friends in both countries are legion. A 
famous rider in his youth in England. Pincus came 
to America upward of forty years ago and trained 
some of the best stables of race horses, being in 
.tho employ at one time or another of almost every 
owner of prominence around New York. Pincus is 
a small, sedate man with a humor all his own. and 
many are the stories told of him. He is well past 
seventy years of age— some say upward of eighty — 
and is still active, having trained a few horses for 
J. B. Haggin last spring. 

“I shall never forget the time they appointed Jake 
starter at Monmouth Park.” remarked a man who 
had known Pincus in England. "There was a stake 
race oil the card one afternoon and August Belmont, 
the father of the present head of the Jockey Club. 
Imd the favorite for the race, and the plungers were 
down on her to a man. Mr. Belmont hud become 
disgusted with the riders we had here at that time 
and through some friends in England he engaged 
the well-known English joekey, Luke. It was Luke’s 
first mount in the Belmont eolors and he went over 
to the post with McLaughlin, Spellman. Fitzpatrick 
and other Americans. There never was a smarter 
trio at the post that these lads, and the English 
boy. who was accustomed to liaviug liis confreres 
pull tip into line at the start and move down to- 
gether for the word “go." was non plussed when 
McLaughlin, turning behind the field for the running 
break at which he was an Udept. came tearing at 
full speed. Fitzpatrick and Spellman were right 
there with him but the Englishman was asleep at 
the switch and Pincus, eyeing him narrowly, re- 
marked that it would be policy to sleep soundly 
nights and escape the necessity of napping during 
the afternoon. 

“Once more they sparred for an advantage.” con- 
tinued the speaker, “ami this time Jake thought the 
field well enough hunched to warrant his dropping 
the flag, which he did in his usual deliberate manner. 
To his astonishment Luke pulled np the favorite 
aud looking up gravely at Pincus touched his cap 
with the butt of liis whip and inquired: 

“ ‘Beg pardon, sir. but is it a go':’ 

‘‘Jake leaned far over the railing of the starter's 
stand and said with freezing politeness, acknowl- 
edging the jockey’s salute: 

“ ‘It is. and I think they went that way.’ pointing 
down the course, where the rest of the contestants 
were disappearing in a cloud of dust. 

‘‘Jake always carried a stick and when thinking 
deeply or under pressure of excitement he had a 
habit of whistling sottly and tapping the ground or 
the floor with the end of it. It is a characteristic 
known to everybody at all familiar with him. Dave 
Clark, long since dead, held the advance flag for him 
when he was starting, as he did afterward for Cald- 
well and other starters. Dave told me on one occa- 
sion when Jake had left three horses at the post 
in a stake race the howls of the crowd whose money 
liad been lost by the mishap came strongly tip on 
the breeze to the backstretch. Pincus leaped to 
the ground, walked up and down the track a few 
times listening to the hoots and eateails, and thump- 
ing the ground with the butt of his stick, asked in 
his soft voice: ‘Shall we go hack to the stand. 

Dave, or take the fence?’ Of course that was one 
of Jake’s jokes, for he was never afraid to face the 
music aud the incident was forgotten the next day.” 

“Jimmy Sheridan was a starter that had some 
humor, too,” spoke up a listener. “Did you ever 
hear of the message he sent to (’apt. James II. 
Kees when that distinguished turfman was secretary 
of the .Memphis Jockey Club? The captain, it ap- 
peared. never met Sheridan and when he engaged 
him to come to Memphis and start the liorses. all 
the negotiations were done by letter. Sheridan's 
letters were short and to the point and the captain 
will tell you how proud he is to have In his pos- 
session an epistle from the famous starter which con- 
cludes in this way: ‘I shall start the horses with a 

flag instead of the drum. I know there are some 
deaf jockeys, but so far haven’t seen any blind 
ones.’ Sheridan was the first man in this country 
to use the flag in starting horses. Before his time 
a drum was used and some remarkably funny tales 
are told of happenings when an amateur or an over- 
excitable man officiated as starter. 

"There was Ihe case of Johnny Merrill, for in- 
stance. Johnny had I icon Sheridan's chief assistant 
for a number of years and he finally got some small 
meetings of his own where the compensation was 
not sufficiently large to tempt his chief. Mer- 
rill had a habit of getting down on the track to 
line his horses np and then walking back to the 
stand where his drum reposed. One day as lie 
walked backward facing the horses and admonishing 
the jockeys to ‘come slow.’ one or two of the ner- 
vous lads started off and in a second the entire field 
was bearing down upon him like an avalanche. Mer- 
rill sprinted for his perch, missed the drumstick in 
his haste and knocked it far away from his grasp. 
Quick as thought he drew back his foot and dealt 
the drum a mighty kick, so much power being be- 
hind the effort that his foot went clean through the 
head. The race was in front of the stand and the 
spectators cheered and laughed at Johnny as he 
danced about on one leg trying to extricate his 
imprisoned foot. 

"The late Colonel Montgomery, who for many 
years was president of the Memphis Joekey Club, 
used to start the horses at Memphis thirty years 
ago. and the manner in which he performed his du- 
ties has probably never been equaled in this coun- 
try. The colonel was an old-time southern gentle- 
man, courtly in the extreme, and he wielded the flag 
with the same deliberation as he would have han- 
dled the • gavel in presiding at a meeting of the 
governing committee of the Tennessee Club, of which 
he was a charter member. In one of the races at 
Montgomery Park, the course of the Memphis Jockey 
Club named in honor of the old gentleman himself, 
he left at the post a mare owned by a good friend 
from Kentucky. 

'‘After the races, over a toddy.” continued the 
speaker, “the owner of the mare chided the colonel 
good naturedly for the bad start his candidate had 
received. 

“ ‘Make it up to you next time, suh. Yoh 
health.’ was the colonel’s rejoinder. 

“Two days later the mare was engaged to start 
and the owner had forgotten all about the conversa- 
tion. Not so Colonel Montgomery. When the horse 
reached the post the colonel beckoned the rider of 
tile mare to approach. ‘Take that mare in front, 
boy. and stay there.’ He then sent the mare away 
with a winning lead. Everybody in Tennessee swore 
by Colonel Montgomery and nobody thought of even 
questioning his methods. Blit that was the colonel’s 
way of squaring a man for leaving his mare at the 
post.” 

It was at this point that the veteran turfman and 
soldier of fortune. Charles Reed, passed the group 
and acknowledged the salutations of ail. 

“There goes the greatest philosopher I have ever 
known.” was the remark of a man whose business 
lias brought him into close contact with all shades 
of men on tlie turf for the past thirty years. “You 
ail remember how he went to Buenos Ayres to I my 
Ormonde twenty years ago only to find upon arriving 
at the Argentine that young William O’Brien Mac- 
donough of California bad secured the famous siai- 
lion for $150,000. lie straightway returned home 
and upon in.v attempting to commiserate with him 
he merely said: 

“ ‘It’s all right, sonny. Cod Almighty lias liis 
own way of doing things. Perhaps it’s all for the 
liest.’ 

“Ormonde has gone down into history as a com- 
parative failure as a sire, mighty race horse though 
he was. and Reed's philosophy, so far as be was 
concerned, was sound. Then came the purchase of 
St. Blaise at public auction for $lort.ftftft. I shall 
never forget that evening at Tattersall’s when 
Easton, tlie auctioneer, who. like the horse lie sold, 
is dead and gone, called for a bid on the superb 
stallion. The arena was thronged with men and 
women, mam- of item in evening dress. The horse, 
liis head held high, looked about with startled eyes, 
and perhaps there came to him a memory of the 
dav when he led the pride of England's thorough- 
breds home in the Derby. The ovation the horse 
received was l'ullv as warm as rewarded his efforts 
at Epsom, and he hounded from side to side in the 
sawdust. Easton held np a warning hand finally 
and stilled the applause, remarking that tlie horse 
in liis excitement might hurt himself or some of 
tlie spectators who were massed all alxmt the roped- 
nff arena within which the stallion stoixl. 

“When tlie auctioneer had told of the prowess of 
St. Blaise on the turf and in the stnd he called for 
a bid and for a moment there was absolute still- 
ness. Then like a pistol shot came that one bid: 

" ‘One hundred thousand dollars.’ 

“All eyes were turned to the broad figure in the 
chair by the side of the arena. The instant Charles 
Reed’s square-topped hat and plaid waistcoat were 






noted, the applause was tremendous. It took min- 
utes for the auctioneer to secure quiet and then liis 
pleadings for au advance on this princely figure were 
in vain. It was well known at the time that here 
were at least three men al the sale who had de- 
termined to buy the horse. They sat dumbly by and 
heard the hammer fall without o|>ciiing their mouths. 

"That evening after St. Blaise had !>ecn put away 

in liis In>\ stall 1 went to Id gentleman and 

after congratulating him on liis nerve and enter- 
prise asked why be had not started the bidding at 
$50.6(10 in the Iio|h‘ that there would tie no com- 
petition after, say. $75.(100 or $80,000. 

" ‘Sonny.' — lie always called me sonny — ‘Sonny.’ 
lie says. ‘1 wanted to earthquake ’em.’ That was 
liis way of stopping eonqietitiou. He wanted tin* 
horse ami he figured that he was worth $ 100,000 to 
hint and lie came prepared to offer that much in one 
lump. It earthq naked the others, all right." 

"I was in Saratoga one day.” put in still another 
member of the party. “I bail not Ix-en particularly 
fortunate in my speculation- nor yet had my heallli 
Ih-cii all that I could have desinsl. Walking up 
Broadway I met Mr. Reed, who stop|>ed. Hi- shook 
hands heartily and inquired how things were going 
with me. Though my ixx-ket was light I responded 
‘bully.’ 

” 'That's rigiit. my l>oy. never ix- down on your 
luck. Though you have no money today put on your 
Ix-st suit of clothes, your most attractive scarfpin 
and throw out your eli*-st. Be a winner. The world 
lias no use for a loser.’ 

“I’ve thought of his remarks many a time and 
they have tided me over some periods when my 
spirits were about as low as my finances. 

“They tell me of an occasion at Fairview when 
that famous nursery for thoroughbreds in Tennessee 
was at its liest. There was a terrific storm one 
night. The elements raged and Anally one of the 
broodmare I tarns in which there were a score of 
valuable mares was struck by lightning. There 
were two of the structures, one of brick and stone 
and one of frame. Tlie stallions and tlie liest briNxl- 
mares were in the former, and when they roused 
tlie sleeping master he asked which Ixirn was burn- 
ing. Somebody said ‘the frame one.’ whereupon tin- 
old gentleman murmured ‘thank Coil it's not (lie 
brick.’ turned over and was sound asleep in a 
moment.** — New Y'ork Sun. 



ENGLISH THOROUGHBRED S SUPERIORITY. 

This is the last day for making entries for Ihe 
December sales, and I happen lo know that the 
Tuesday, Wednesday aud Thursday catalogues have 
been full for some time, so that the only available 
vacancies are on the Monday or Friday. Every year 
there is a tendency to anticipate a dearth of buyers 
on these occasions, and certainly tlie United States 
no longer absorbs any of our valuable bloodstock. 

Tlie horrible worry over the budget inquisition must 
have a tendency to check all business. The fall in 
consols, and the prospect of boundless future ex- 
penditurc on social schemes, not to mention the navy 
— alt this is disquieting enough: hut I think when 
the sales’ week arrives, Mr. Tattersall will fluiF as 
good an attendance as ever in Bark 1 ’addoeks, 
and there will not be much reduction in prices. The 
reason is not far to seek, for the British-born thor- 
oughbred is in the nature of a monopoly, and this is 
recognized by breeders aud buyers throughout Un- 
civilized world. If the Americans are "resting" 
for the time t icing, other nations have been coining 
into the field. The Japanese, for instance, who have 
been extensive buyers of our bloodstock during the 
last few years. Tlie Australians, too, have been 
more active in this respect — especially New South 
Wales, where racing has been much improved, and 
lately, as we know, the Chilians have come into the 
market and bought a high-class stallion in Lord 
Bobs, having, some years before, secured the Per- 
simmon horse. Mead, from his late majesty. The 
Chilians, however, have not yet learned tlie ele- 
mentary lesson that mares bred elsewhere than in 
this country are. so to speak, second-hand, aud con- 
sequently they have been buying in France because 
they could get wliat they thought they wanted more 
cheaply there thau at the fountain-head in England. 

They will find out their mistake in due course, for 
their experience as breeders is not likely to differ 
from that of all other nations, who have found, 
without exception, that bloodstock degenerates unless 
constantly reinforced with importations from the 
mother country. 

I do not. of course, mean that such degeneracy 
will he demonstrated at the very first step. Take 
for example Jardy. which is succeeding splendidly 
as a sire in the Argentine. He was bred and liorn 
in France, but both liis sire. Flying Fox, aud his 
dam. Airs and Graces, were imported to that country 
from England. This serves merely as a demonstra- 
tion of the truth that where a horse or mare is 
bred abroad, the nearer it is to inqiorted stock the 
better. This is very well understood in France, 
as the business done for that country at the De- 
i-emlier sales annually testifies. The most success- 
ful stallions in France are almost invariably imported 
ones, such as St. Damien. Flying Fox. Rabelais. 
Simonian, etc., and the success, of the imported 4 
broodmares as distinguished from those bred in 
the country has been almost phenomenal. An ex- 
traordinary number of high-class winners have been 
bred in France from English mares sent to the 
Deauville or Baris sales. It needs only to mention 
such as La Camargo. Berth, Masque, Arizona and 
Clyde; and though the business done at the Deau- 
ville sales has of late years falleu off, having been, 
in effect, transferred to Newmarket, the older 
scheme still maintains its prestige, for only last 
week at Longehnnips the Prix de Conde of 15 .tt(M» 
francs (to the winner), for two-year-olds, one mile 
aud a quarter, was won by Made in England, a bay 
son of Collar aud Penguin, by Father Confessor, 
out of Special Wire, by Coeruleus. This was a race 
of great importance, as it brought out a field of 
some of the best two-year-olds in France to run 
for the first time over such a distance as ten fur- 
longs. Penguin, the dam of the winner, is a chest- 
nut roan mare, own sister to Grey Tick (winner of 
the Cesarewitch). She wa» sent to Deauville in 
1907. covered by Collar, and made somewhere aliout 
150 guineas — a rare bargain, indeed, as it lias 
turned out. but not quite so remarkable as when 
Maskery. carrying Masque, was sold at Deauville for 
seventy-four guineas. Taylor Sharpe bred and owned 
Penguin for some years until he sold off liis stnd. 
Penguin was at that time in foal to Oberon. but the 
result was a filly which died, and Made in England 
is her first living foal. Her purchaser at Deauville 
was Comte Dauger, who. as the breeder of her son. 
gained 750 francs by his victory. French stakes 
are. as a rule, far more satisfactory than those in 
England, where the apparent value is often depleted 
for second and third, and also for nominators. Here, 
for instance, it is plainly stated that the Prix de 
Conde is a 15.000 francs Stake, which means 15.000 
francs to the winner, and over and above that there 
are 2.100 francs to the second. 1.440 francs to tin- 
third amt 750 francs to the breeder of the winner. 

Turning to Germany we find that the best two- 
year-old there is Schiil, which was actually bred in 
England and imported as a foal at the foot of his 
dam. Sumac. The success of the French-bred Cains, 
however, which is the sire of Daniki. an undeniably 
good two-year-old, as recently demonstrated at 
Vienna, apart from his form in Germany, has in- 
duced Count I.ehndorff to give a triai to another 
French horse, and he has therefore bought Nuage, 
the winner of the Grand Prix this year. There is 
uo doubt that this son of Simonian is a really good 
colt when the going suits him. bnt before the 
Grand Prix it npiieared to be a matter of common 
knowledge that he was very “dicky” on his fore- 
legs. and -that bat for the soft ground he might 
have broken down instead of winning. These are 
not the liest of credentials for a stallion — if true*— 
but it is. of iimrse. quite possible that in this rase 
ruinor lied and that Nuage is a particularly sound 
horse. At any rate, it is to lx* presumed that lie 
will not tie made much use of. If any. as a stallion 
next season, for it has lx-en abundantly proved that 
horses sent to the stud before they are five years 
old are very seriously handicapped in their future 
careers. The fact of being able to buy Nuage for 
such a price as 12.000 guineas is in itself a proof 
of the greater value of the native British thorough- 
bred. Lemberg was lx-aten by Nuage for the Grand 
Prix. and many people think he was beaten on liis 
merits. Be that as it may. it would not lx* difficult 
to obtain twice 12.000 guineas for L-inherg if his 
owner were ever to think of selling him. which is 
not likely. Similarly. Swynforil would make 20.000 
guineas readily enough slxiuid I»rd Derby prefer that 
sum of money to liis horse, which I am sure he would 
not. These valuations would lx- by no means fanci- 
ful ami without a solid basis, for though we are 
advised never to prophesy until we know. I have 
practically no doubt that Lemberg and Swynford will 
lx- much greater stallions than Nnage. not that I 
want to --crab” the last named, but to emphasize 
the fact that the native British thoroughbred is 
supreme, and is likely to tx- iMiiiglit at the Ib-oemlx-r 
sries as eagerly as ever by colonial and foreign 
breeders. There is a possibility. I understand, of 
some Hanover mares lx-ing sent from America for 
the sales, and 1 should always make an exception 
in favor of Hanover !>l<xxl. for lie was au extraor- 
dinary individual, and represented the best Glencoe 
line. Moreover, we have seen in this country wliat 
Ilanover mares can produce, viz.. Orh.v. Rlnxlora aud 
Sir Martin. There is no objection to foreign-bred 
stock when brought to England, when- it will l*. 
refreshed amt reinvigorated. It is away from Eng- 
land that it loses tone, if bred from without tin- 
aid of fresh iin|x>rtalions. — -“Vigilant.” in London 
Sportsman.
